THE “ TEXAN TERROR." 


Interesting Reminiscences of Sam Bass, 
the Noted Texan Bandit. 


“ W aeonata,'1 a B e c o r d U n io n corre­ 
spondent at Elk Grove, sends the following 
interesting and rom antic sketch : 
The recent exterm ination of Jesse Jam es 
has revived in the newspaper world char­ 
acteristic reminiscences of his form er asso­ 
ciate, Texas’ favorite outlaw, Sam Bass. 
The following occurrence fell under the 
personal observation of the w riter, who 
was “ d o in g ” W estern Texas in 1875. 
I t 
has never appeared in p rint and may prove 
interesting to the readers of the R e i'o r d - 
U n io n . 
I t certainly will go to disprove 
the idea th a t a sim ilarity of impulses gov­ 
erned Jesse Jam es and his energetic Texas 
friend ; the one being brutal, avariciouB, 
heartless ; the other generous, big-hearted 
and anxious to am id spilling hum an blood. 
In his whole career of crim e Sam Baas 
avoided the taking of life. 
Jesse Jam es,Jon 
the other hand, delighted in nothing so 
much as Becing the life blood flow, w hether 
the victim s were man, woman or child. 
One hot day in Ju ly the w riter 
was 
perched 
in 
the 
limb 
of 
a 
tree 
overlooking 
the 
corral of one of 
the 
largest cattle ranches in W estern Texas. 
The interesting ceremony of branding cat­ 
tle for the road was going on, and so pre­ 
occupied were the cowboys in trying to 
avoid w eanng the horns and head of some 
infuriated steer on the 
seat 
of 
their 
breeches, and so delighted was I watching 
th a t interesting but not always successful 
performance, th a t the approach of a party 
of m ounted men was not noticed until they 
greeted the aerial flight of a too-daring 
vaquero w ith loud peals of genuine laugh­ 
ter. 
The 
leader of 
the band was a 
slender, com pactly-built man, blue-eyed 
and 
fair-haired. 
H e 
wore 
a 
w hite 
hat which looked considerably worse for 
wear, a suit of clothes, the appearance of 
which suggested an intim ate acquaintance 
w ith a catam ount or brier patch. 
A brace 
of pistols was at his hips and another brace 
on the 
saddle-horn. 
His 
pants 
were 
tucked in his boots, Am erican fashion. 
He 
appeared to be 22 or 23 years of age, b u t I 
afterw ards learned th a t he was ODly 25 at 
his death. 
I t was Sam Bass. 
H is men 
showed none of th a t reckless, daring spirit 
in their appearance th a t characterized them 
in th eir raids. 
One of them was very 
youthful—a mere boy, in fact—M urphy by 
name, and a resident of Denton county, 
Texas. 
T his boy afterw ard, tem pted by 
the large rew ard offered for Bass and the 
offer of an unconditional pardon for bis own 
past offenses, betrayed his chief to the 
officers. 
I t 
is 
notew orthy th a t 
the 
betrayers 
of 
both 
Jam es 
and 
BasB 
were the youngest m em bers of the gang. 
Bass asked in a voice clear and m usical if 
he could get some cold m ilk for him self 
and men. 
H e was directed to the house a 
short distance off, and the woman in charge 
furnished him w ith tw o or three panfnls of 
m ilk. 
A fter quenching their th irst Baas 
handed the woman a 'SffO gold piece and 
vaulting into his saddle rode quickly away, 
leaving the astonished woman in a mos 
delightful fram e of m ind as she caressingly 
fondled the gift of the bandit. 
A bout four hundred yards from the cor­ 
ral, and concealed from it by a bend in a 
creek, one of the boys (M ontgom ery by 
name) had a tine thoroughbred Baddle mare 
“ sta k e d ’’ out. 
Bass’ eye caught the Sne 
points in the anim al, and in the briefest 
space of tim e im aginable he had transferred 
the saddle from his horse—a really tine 
animal, b a t jaded out—to the back of the 
mare. 
He tied his horse to the stake, de­ 
posited S50 in gold at the bottom of the 
stake as " b o o t,” and left the following 
note : 
“ A f»ir exchange is no robbery." 
I will rob a 
train or bust a bank, but will not steal a horse. 
8AM MASS. 
In about au hour, possibly !e-s, after the 
departure of Bass, a company of Hangers 
came tearing along a t headlong speed, in 
pursuit of B iss. 
Among them was Mr. 
M urphy, the fith e r of the boy above m en­ 
tioned. 
H is only object in the chase was 
to reclaim his erran t son. 
I’ausingonly 
long enough to ascertain the direction 
takeu by the outlawB, they again started, 
and succeeded in overtaking them near 
W eatherford, in P arker county. 
H ere a 
tierce fight followed, in which Base, true to 
his former conduct, ordered his men to 
shed no hum an blood, b u t to shoot w ith 
the object of dism ounting the Hangers by 
killing their horaes. 
This was done, and 
the oatlaw s 
escaped. 
W hile 
passing 
through P arker county on his way south, 
Bass came across a family in the m ost des­ 
titu te circum stances, and although he was 
being closely pnrsued, he stopped long 
enough to divide his purse w ith them , and 
to adviee them to leave W estern Texas for 
some country b etter adapted for farming. 
I t was only a short tim e after this th at 
Bass was betrayed to the officers at Round 
Rock, Texas. 
He and a few of his men 
had gone into a store to purchase some to­ 
bacco. 
í h e determ ination to enter town 
for th a t purpose had been made known 
several days before, and M urphy found 
opportunity to com m unicate w ith the offi- 
/cera of A ustin. 
I t was a t Round Rock 
th a t Rasa killed his first man afterhe became 
a 
bandit, and 
he 
was 
then 
fighting 
for life and liberty. 
Underwood, his moat 
trueted follower, stayed w ith him to the 
last, and then escaped. 
Three of the offi­ 
cers were killed before Bass received his 
death-wound. 
Knowing his hours to be 
num bered, Bass sent for his relatives and 
calmly aw aited death. 
He ’ gave his old 
white h at to a St. Louis drum m er, and it 
is now on exhibition in the show-window 
of a wholesale house on C hestnut street in 
th a t city. 
He said they had intended to 
rob the A ustin Bank the night of the trag ­ 
edy, escape to Mexico, diBband and settle 
down. 
W hen asked where he thought he 
was going, he rep lied : 
" I t is’n t my 
profession to tell 
where I am going, 
or 
w hat 
I 
am 
going 
to 
do, 
bnt 
I 
don’t 
mind 
saying 
now 
th a t 
I 
believe I am going to h —L” 
He made no 
protestations of repentance, and died w ith ­ 
out hope. 
M urphy, his betrayer, received 
his roward and pardon, b ut being fearful 
of the vengeance of the rem aining members 
of the Bass band, requested the Sheriff of 
Denton county to confine him in the jail at 
Dentonville for safe keeping. 
This was 
done, and a few mornings following his 
voluntary im prisonm ent the Sheriff, upon 
going to the jail w ith breakfast for the 
prisoners, found the body of M urphy cold 
and stiff in death. 
He had killed himBelf, 
possibly through remorse, probably through 
the fear of a terrible retribution at the 
hands of the friends and relatives of Bass. 
M ontgom ery, th e man whose horse was 
“ sto le n ” by 
Bibs, now lives in (.’ass 
county, Missouri, and still has in his pos­ 
session the horse left at the stake by the 
Texan Terror.

“ Look not long on the face of the dead ; 
Leave the Past in the Past,” they said.

I could not smile, a id I would not sigh — 
I thought that I should forget at la st; 
I would not believe th at I wished to die. 


Till, behold ’ one day I awoke to find 
T hat the whole of my life was lift behind, 
That I walked alone in a world of air, 
A world of all found and speech bereft. 
The Past may hold tint a song of despair, 
But take it away, and there’s nothing left, 
Only the silence everywhere. 


I wandered back to the desolate place : 
I looked again on the dear dead face. 
1 counted the sorrows the years had sown ; 
I kissed them’ and gathered th e n into my heart ; 
And I felt they were mine, my all, ray own, 
That f and my Past could never part, 
Flesh of my flesh, and bone of my bone.

with those who weep. 
No man ia so poor, 
no woman ia so poor, as not to be able to 
contribute largely to the happiness of those 
around them . 


K i l l e d a n d I n j u r e d o n t h e R a i l . — 
The steam railroads of Pennsylvania killed 
661 persons and injured 1,649 last year, 
including employes, parsengers and others 
who got in the n ay . 
This is an increase as 
compared w ith 1880 of 123 killed and 234 
injured. 
There was no accident during 
the year involving an unusual ntim ber of 
deaths and injuries, sad the bad record 
therefore seems to be dne to a general in­ 
crease of carelessness on the part of the 
company, the com pany’s servants and the 
public. 
Of course, it is impossible to say 
in ju st w hat proportions the blame ought 
to be distributed, but the official statistics 
ju st sent to the Secretary of Internal Af­ 
fair, are, to say the least, discouraging.

INCRCSTATIONS IN W aTK R SUPPLY PlPEA. 
A correspondent of an exchange w rite* : 
One of the m eat annoying accidenta th a t 
can happen tq th e steam -engine runner, is 
to have bis w ater-supply pipes choked up 
with lime and other solid incrustations. 
Especially in the hot-w ater pipe, lime is 
apt to settle and incrust on the iron pipes, 
till they become com pletely filled up, so 
th at no w ater w hatever can pass to the 
pum p or injector which forces it into the 
boiler. 
In snch cases it is custom ary to 
take up the pipes and try to loosen the 
solid m atter by pounding on th e pipe and 
breaking it oat, or by m aking a tire along 
its whole lenghth and burning it out. 
In 
a very recent obstinate case one end was 
stopped up w ith a plug, and standing it 
upon end, coal oil was poured in as long as 
any would go in, and the whole was left to 
stand till m orning, when the whole waa 
slid out in a solid core. 
W hile this ma; 
not always work, 
it is certainly wort 
trial in obstinate caaes.

H e a v y F o r c in g .— Roache’s shipyard at 
Cheater, Pa., has ju st turned ont two m on­ 
ster steam boat shafts, for a new Long 
Island steam er. 
They are 40 feet long by 
30 inches diam eter, and weigh over 20 tons 
each. 
They are said to be the largeat ever 
forged. 
The process in so large a work is 
interesting. 
The iron used is made up of 
acraps of boiler plates, nuts, and screws, 
and horseshoes. 
These are first ran to­ 
gether into bars two feet or more in length. 
The shaft is built by adding from four to 
six of these bars at a tim e to the end, weld­ 
ing them on in the furnace, and beating 
them into shape w ith the powerful steam 
ham m er. 
Then more are piled about the 
end of the shaft at a white heat, and wold- 
ed on in the same way. 


R e m o v a l o k G r e a s e S 
p o t s — W henever 
oil of turpentine, benzole or ether is used 
to remove grease spota on cloth, the appli­ 
cation should be made on the reverse "“ i" 
of the cloth, by m oistening it w ith the 
solvent in a circle surrounding the spot so 
as to a p p ro a c h it gradually, having blotting 
paper in contact with the spot of grease, to 
absorb the fat immediately ; otherwise the 
solvent will have the effect of spreading 
the gresse over a larger surface instead of 
driving it out of the cloth.

ting paper to the other, the heat will drive

The Democratic State Convention yes­ 
terday adopted the platform upon which 
the ensuing campaign is to be made. It 
must be admitted that the time is not pro­ 
pitious for the framing of such a declara­ 
tion of principles as would sullice of itself 
to justify the existence of the party. The 
Democracy of California is in fact in an 
embarrassed position. It decided to hold 
its State Convention early because it 
thought that the Chinese question would 
be the one great issue of the campaign, and 
because it believed that the 1’residcnt’s 
veto of the twenty-year Chinese bill was a 
finality. After the call for the Convention 
had been issued, however, the ten-year 
bill was passed, ami the President signed 
it, and so the heaviest gun the Democrats 
had was silenced, and they were compelled 
to cast about for other issues. There are 
at present no national questions which our 
Democratic politicians arc iucliaed to take 
rp. It is true that they might have had 
something to say on the tariff, but they 
appear not to be aware that there is any 
significance in that subject. They desired 
to confine themselves to local issues, and 
the result is that their platform deals with 
the Chinese, she railroads, the Sunday law 
and the debris problem, aud winds up 
with a snarl at the present State Adminis­ 
tration in regard to the management of the 
State University. 
As to the Chinese question the Demo­ 
crats, of course, have undertaken to say 
everything that remained to be said. Con­ 
gress having already taken measures to 
suspend Chinese immigration, there was 
no further opening in that direction. It 
was, however, possible to go a step 
further by demanding the expulsion of the 
Chinese row in the State, and this has 
been done. 
We do not believe that it 
will catch many votes. The idea that all 
California is burning to get completely and 
suddenly lid of tho last Chinaman is fal­ 
lacious. In the interior there are many 
places in whicS Chinese labor is found to 
be essential to production. The farmers 
are well aware that if the Chinese were 
all driven out of tho State it would be 
difficult to get in the crops, &nd impossible 
to cultivate berries and the small fruits 
generally. For it is not true that there is 
any clement of white labor ready to take 
the place of tho Chinese in agricultural 
occupations. On the contrary, it is a well 
ascertained fact that the untrustworthi­ 
ness of a large proportion of the white 
labor available for this kind of work has 
long since compelled the farmers to employ 
the Chinese. Outside of the cities, there­ 
fore, this sweeping proposition for the ex­ 
pulsion of the Chinese will arouse no en­ 
thusiasm, aud may very possibly excite 
some opposition. 
The Sunday law plank is an experiment 
which perhaps ought, in the nature of 
Democratic doctrine, to be successful, but 
which, judging from the discussion of it in 
the Convention, and the final vote on the 
motion to strike it out, will be of doubtful 
utility to the party. It received its chief 
support from the San Francisco delegation. 
Outside of San Francisco the negative vote 
was much larger thau the affirmative. Set­ 
ting aside the 105 San Francisco votes, it 
appears that tho interior delegations cast 
165 votes against the plank, to 103 for it. 
This is significant, for it shows that what­ 
ever may be Democratic traditions regard­ 
ing “ sumptuary legislation,” the majority 
of the interior delegates believe the taking 
of a pronounced position in favor of the 
repeal of the Sunday law to he injudicious, 
at least, while it is open to assumption 
that this majority goes so far as to prefer 
that the law should remain on the statute 
book. In fact the vote on this resolution 
indicates that the position of the party on 
the Sunday law is more likely to be % 
source of weakness than of Btrength, since 
it is clear that the party itself is divided 
on the issue. 
The railroad plank expresses the opinion 
that fares and freights should be materially 
reduced. No doubt most people would 
like all prices to be materially reduced. 
An attempt was made to introduce a reso­ 
lution which Fowler of Tulare brought for­ 
ward, pledging the nominees for Itailroad 
Commissioners to reduee all fares and 
freights 20 per cent, as their first official 
act. It was a very absurd proposition. 
They were to make this reduction without 
reference to its justice, and then they were 
to begin to make inquiry, and were to re­ 
duce rates still further, bat in accordance 
with equity. The fact that the Railroad 
Commissioners exercise judicial functions, 
and that this was equivalent to pledging 
candidates for the board to decide certain 
cases in a particular way, was pointed out 
to the Convention by Bayne of Colusa. 
The point might also have been made that 
Fowler's resolution was not in order, since 
the State Convention does not nominate 
Railroad Commissioners, and since the 
District Conventions, which do, have a 
right to arrange their business to suit 
themselves. 
After considerable debate, 
much of which was completely irrelevant, 
the 20 per cent, plank was rejected, and 
the Convention indorsed the original reBO 
lution, which is very much less rampant, 
and therefore in ail respects safer. It is 
pity, however, that Conventions should so 
frequently take up mere demagogue crieB 
about “ exactions and injustice,” without 
in the least knowing what they are talking 
abont, or for that matter, caring what 
they say. 
The debris plank is as non-committal as 
the most nervous candidate could desire, 
All it asserts ib that “ the rivers and har- 
“ hors of this State belong to all the peo- 
“ pie, and that it is the duty of the Fed- 
“ eral Government to protect them from 
“ destruction, and so improve them from 
“ time to time as to keep them forever 
“ open as channels.” This was as much 
however as a State party could afford to 
say. It was no part of the business of 
the Convention to shoulder sectional quar 
rels, and it exhibited some sagacity in con­ 
fining itself to au expression of friendliness 
to all the interests concerned. 
The remaining resolutions are of no 
special significance, unless that may be 
termed significant in which our Democratic 
friends solemnly declaro themselveB in fa 
vor of civil service reform. We should he 
glad to welcome them as helpers in that good 
cause if we could believe that they meant 
what they now say, but they have been 
too long deprived of the Federal offices for 
it to be at all safe to put confidence in their 
professions of disinterestedness. Asawhole, 
the platform is anything but strong, and in 
some points is positively weak ; but until 
we see what the Republicans can do in the 
way of a declaration of principles it will 
be impossible to assign the San Jose pro­ 
duction its place with precision. 


and aeam mining pollutes the rivers, we 
are obliged to say that it is nonsensical. 
About this there is no room for con­ 
troversy. If hydraulic mining were stopped 
completely, the other kinds of mining 
would continue to “ pollute " the water of 
the rivers. But there is another and a 
much more serious defect in the reasoning 
of our correspondent. He is opposed to 
dams, and he demands “ the UBe of the riv­ 
ers in their natural purity.” But without 
dams the purity of the water can­ 
not be restored ; for even if hy­ 
draulic 
mining 
ceases 
there 
will 
still remain 350,000,000 yards of pol­ 
luting matter in the upper channels 
of tho rivers, and it has been calculated 
by the engineers that it will require some 
seven years to get rid of this accumula­ 
tion. Again, we are told that the farmers 
of Wheatland are opposed to compromise 
because the miners hsvc nothing to con­ 
cede. But that is a mistake. It is in the 
power of the miners to litigate every case, 
and thus to keep the matter in the Courts 
very much longer and to entail heavy ex­ 
penses upon their opponents. It is well 
worth while, therefore, on the score of 
economy alone, for the farmers to make a 
friendly arrangement with- them. Nor is 
this all. The miners will not build dams 
so long as the farmers refuse to accept 
Judge Temple’s decision. The absence of 
dairs, however, will expose the farmers to 
all the incalculable injury to which they 
are liable from the descent of the enor­ 
mous accumulation of debris now in the 
river beds above them. The ¿ruth is that 
the Wheatland farmers misapprehend their 
position. Judge Temple’s decision has not 
made them safe. Nothing can make them 
safe bat the holding back of the debris in 
the rivers. There is enough there now to 
swamp their lands, and we tell them 
plainly that they are very foolish if they 
refuse to act on the assumption that they 
are yet a long way from beiDg out of dan­ 
ger. At present they are building far too 
much upon the advantages they have 
gained, and they are actually endangering 
the retention of those advantages by im­ 
agining that they are in a position to dic­ 
tate terms, when they have only secured a 
vantage ground which, if they have any 
wisdom, they will avail themselves of to* 
negotiate with their adversaries. 


THE FATE OF THE ESCAMBIA. 
Further inquiry has uot made the loss of 
the steamer Kscambia auy more intelligible, 
though the suggestion of a dispatch which 
we published yesterday, that her high bul­ 
warks may havw contributed to her crauki- 
ness by retaining the seas which -she 
shipped on tho bar, possibly furnishes a 
clue to the cause cf the disaster. The as­ 
sertion of the stevedores that the emptying 
of her ballast tanks could not have had 
anything to do with her capsizing, is ab­ 
surd. By creating a vacancy below her 
cargo, and by loading her upper deck with 
coal, she was unquestionably rendered top- 
heavy. A well laden ship, even with such 
bulwarks, could not have been swamped 
by the heaviest sea that ex*er broke on thé 
San Francisco bar. If, however, as is now 
alleged, one of her bunker hatches was 
tom off by the seas, the swiftness of her 
sinking is partially accounted for. In such 
circumstances, too, an iron ship is always 
at a disadvantage, because an amonnt of 
water which a wooden vessel could carry 
easily in her hold, will sink the metallic 
hull. 
The probability of saving the 
steamer is of course very slight. She has 
a wheat cargo, and its swelling may burst 
the h all: but if this does hot occur the ex­ 
pense of raising her must be so great that 
her owners will be unlikely to take the 
risk. Meantime the Naval Investigating 
Committee has a difficult case to unravel. 


WHEELER’S GOOD FORTUNE. 
Wheeler, the woman strangler, has been 
granted a new trial by the Supreme Court 
on the ground that the lower Court “ erred 
“ in allowing the District Attorney to read 
“ from Browne's work on insanity without 
“ first proving that the work was geue- 
“ rally accepted aa a standard in jurispru- 
“ dence.” This íb a ruling which is not 
calculated to increase the popnlar respect 
for the Courts. 
It is a thoroughly 
frivolous and trivial ground upon which to 
grant a new trial. The point taken by 
the Supreme Court was a matter of no 
consequence to the outcome of the trial. 
But because of this puerile quibble a mur­ 
derous scoundrel, who has been able to 
evade the gallows for nearly two years al­ 
ready, is given a new lease of life, and a 
very good chance to escape with a sentence 
of manslaughter after all. 
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We print this morning a letter from Mr. 
M. H. Durst, in defense of the position of 
the Wheatland farmers on the debris ques­ 
tion. Mr. Durst thinks our comments 
upon the 15 heatland resolutions unwar­ 
ranted, yet he reinforces onr judgment by 
his own admissions. He denies that his 
friends desire to make war upon all kinds 
of mining, yet he shows that nothing less 
than this is involved in their position. He 
says that they have not in terms declared 
war upon all mining. We reply that they 
have in effect done just that thing, for 
when they resolved that they would be 
content with nothing less than “ the use 
of the rivers in their natural purity,” they 
committed themselves to a warfare not 
only upon hydraulic, but also upon quartz, 
drift and seam mining, since every kind of 
mining sullies and “ pollutes ” the waters 
of the rivers, and since consequently it is 
impossible to restore the water of the riv­ 
ers to its “ natural purity” save by put­ 
ting a stop to all mining. As to Mr. 
Durst’s denial of the faot that quartz, drift

Sixteen white men employed in the 
Contra Costa Laundry struck on Monday 
for an increase in wages. It is stated that 
they were employed as ironers on piece­ 
work, and werejjaitl at the rate of §2 25 
per hundred for shirts. The increase de­ 
manded was 25 cents per hundred. By 
working from half-past 4 o’clock in the 
morning until 10 o’clock in tho evening 
they were able to make, if first-clasB work 
men, $40 per month, including hoard and 
lodging. They applied to the San Fran 
cisco Laundry for employment, and were 
engaged at the wages for which they struck, 
displacing sixteen Chinese.

The 
petition represents that an agreement has 
been entered into between Mrs. M. F. S.

The Geneva Award Association held a 
meeting Tuesday afternoon, in the rooms 
of the Board of Trade.

The Lost S team ship—A dditional Facts. 
San F rancisco, June 21st.-—Dilligent in­ 
quiries were made to-day at the Custom­ 
house, the office of Macondray & Co., the 
British Consulate, aud at Menzies «fc Bing­ 
ham’*, the stevedores who loaded the vessel, 
to ascertain, if possible, the names of the 
lost officers aud crew of the British steamer 
Escambia, which foundered on the bar last 
Monday evening. At the Custom-house it 
was ascertained that the regulations require 
all American vessels clearing at this port to 
furnish a list of all the officers, crew aud pas 
sengers ou board, but that the regulations do 
uot extend to foreign vessels. Consequently 
there is no record here of the persons on 
board of the Escambia when 6he cleared 
from this port. 
Messrs. Macondray & Co., tho agents of 
the vessel, know nothing in regard to the 
crew or auy passergers on board the Escam­ 
bia, it having been reported that a young 
Englishman making a tour of the world was 
a passenger, aud went down with the vessel. 
It is understood that the agents aro awaiting 
instructions from the owners of the vessel at 
Liverpool as to what shall be done in regard 
to raising the wreck. 
The United States cutter llichard Rush 
was intercepted as she was coming into port 
from the north yesterday afternoon by Dep­ 
uty Collector E. B. Jerome, aud sent out to 
sea again at the request of the Merchants’ 
Exchange, to search along the coast for the 
missing boat containing part of the crew, and 
in the evening the Monarch was eent down to 
the wreck with lights set, aud lay thero all 
night to warn incoming vessels. The Rush 
has not yet returned. L»st evening the 
schooner Alfred arrived in port from Point 
Marritto, and reports that she passed the 
oars and bottom boards of a boat during the 
afternoon off Point Pedro, which are sup­ 
posed to have belonged to the boat in which 
Captain Purvis left the 6hip. 
A Court of Inquiry has been called by the 
Britúh Consul, and will convene at the Con­ 
sulate to-morrow morning at 10 o’clock, to as­ 
certain, if it can be done, where the blame of 
tho los of the Escambia should be placed.

George A. Wheeler a new trial. The pris­ 
oner, it will be recollected, was convicted in 
the Superior Court of this county for the 
murder, by strangulation, of his sister-in- 
law, Della TillsoD, and was sentenced to be 
har.ged more th»n a year ago. His trans­ 
cript on appeal wss filed on the 1st of April, 
1881, and since that time the case has been 
hanging fire in the Supreme Court, because 
of the numerous papers filed and the exten­ 
sions of time allowed for euch filling. The 
cause war finally submitted to the Court on 
the 5th of last month. In his closing argu­ 
ment to the jury who convicted Wheeler, the 
District Attorney proposed to read, as a part 
of his Argument, from a book called 
“ Browne’s Medical Jurisprudence of Insan­ 
ity.” The defence objected, as no testimony 
had been introduced to show that the work 
was standard authority or a scientific work.

The following communication has been 
furnished for publication : 
W e address this open letter to those of our 
fellow-citizdua who indulge in processions and 
parades fur pleasure in our cities and towns 
on the Christian Sabbath. W e do not wish 
to impose on you our religious convictions 
concerning the sacredness of th at day, nor 
reproach you for nut.accepting them. 
We 
fully concede your right before the law and 
every human tribunal to hold such private 
views on this point as you choose. 
B ut we 
feel that it is right that we, as representatives 
of the .C hristian community, should tell you 
frankly how they feel about the public prac­ 
tices in question. 
W e assure you that they 
feel tm uoied and grieved. 
Your processions 
and parades, with bands of m ade and other 
noisy demonstrations, interfere with their en­ 
joym ent and use of the day, which to them 
is sacred. 
You parade in the streets ; march 
through the most conspicuous and populous 
thoroughfares, sometimes near the houses of 
worship, interfering with the devotions of 
those within ; the disturbance breaks into the 
holy quiet of their domestic altars, and 
throws over the city the atmosphere and spell 
of a gala day. 
You may not think of it— 
but is this kind and considerate to the feel­ 
ings of yimr Christian brothers of the Re­ 
public? If you wish to spend the day in 
sports, would it not be courteous to them to 
go out quietly into the country, and e¡ gage 
ix* them so as not to disturb others ? 
W e might, however, endure the disturbance 
and say nothing to you about it, if the effect 
was confined to our feelings and there were 
no public harm. 
B ut it arrests the moral 
training of the community and is demoral­ 
izing. 
In this country, you very well know, 
public virtue is largely secured by moral in­ 
ti aences that are brought to bear on the peo­ 
ple on the Sabbath. 
T hat u the day for the 
best home training, in such homes as make 
th at an object; 
and the only day when 
children 
aud 
adults 
are regularly as­ 
sembled for the purpose of being molded in 
the very foundations of character, in practi­ 
cal righteousne3S and goodness. 
T hat is the 
day when many are laboring, with much self­ 
sacrifice and embarrassment, to stimulate our 
youth and citizens to adopt principles of in­ 
tegrity, self-respect and a noble manhood. 
T heir aim, on the human side, is to secure a 
people worthy of trust, in whose keeping 
rights shall be »ife, and in whose hands the 
interests of society and the republic shall be 
securely lodged. 
In the countries from which 
you introduce the custom of making Sunday 
a sporting and gala day, it makes less differ­ 
ence, so far as public order and outward mor­ 
als are concerned, whether individual efforts 
and church efforts are made to educate the 
people up to civic and social virtue, or n o t; 
the strong arm of the law, the ubiquitous 
espionage and power of a centralized Govern­ 
m ent, separate from the people, secures the 
protection of society, however it may go with 
the private morals of individu&U. 
But here 
everything depends on the personal virtue of 
the people, and unless individuals and church­ 
es volunteer to secure that, there is no guar­ 
anty cf future social and civil quiet and 
prosperity. 
A part from the private moral 
worth of the citizens, a republic rests on a 
volcano. 
W e submit that you have as much right to 
be interested in the tuccesa of these efforts to 
make good and trustw orthy citizens as we 
have. 
But the practices of which we speak 
d rsj^o ff many, especially the youag, from 
all \ ¿ c influences calculated to make good 
and safe citizens on the only day of the week 
when they can be brought to act on them. 
I t was noticeable, for example, on last Sab- 
batb#that the air of the city was full of wild­ 
ness. 
And it was remarked by citizens that 
they had not seen for a long time so many 
young men and boys intoxicated as on the 
evening of that day. 
We ao not hold you 
responsible for all this dissipation and de­ 
moralization, by any mean?, but we could 
wish that you might not furnish any occasion 
for its outburst. 
You come here, or are born here in this 
land of freedom and rich opportunities. 
We 
give you a cordial welcome, and take you to 
•u r sides, in perfect equality, in the fuW en­ 
joym ent of our rich civil heritage. 
I t has 
made itself attractive to you, and what it is 
civilly, by influences that center around the 
Christiao Sabbath, and radiate from it. We, 
and those with us, are working in th eiin e of 
ilA historical life and growth for its preserva­ 
tion. 
W e wish you the possession of every 
right In this fair republic. 
W e could also 
wish you m ight share with us in the duties of 
•laboring for the moral training of the young 
and the people generally, and so of the pres­ 
ervation and welfffio of our civil system. 
B ut if this may not be, is it too much to ask 
you not, openly and publicly, with formal 
parades and proces&ions, in the midst of the 
tender ongoings of these invaluable influences 
to counteract the efforts of those trying to 
secure these results.

S w im m ing E x h ib it io n.—According to an­ 
nouncement, at 10 o’clock a. m. yesterday Dr. 
Frederick Rhiel, of San Francisco, leaped 
from the railroad bridge, with his feet tied, 
into the Sacramento river. 
A large crowd of 
people assembled to witness the swimming 
feat. 
The doctor is a stoutly-built, middle- 
aged man, and was clad in a tight-fitting gar­ 
m ent th at left his arms and legs exposed and 
free. 
He plunged into the water head first, 
after the manner of a diver. 
The distance 
from the bridge to tho surface of the water 
where he made the plunge is about twenty- 
five feet. 
A fter the leap he disappeared for 
a moment beneath tho surface. 
He floated 
on down the stream to the Washington shore 
opposite the foot of M street. 
During the 
time he was in the water he was closely fol­ 
lowed by some small boats. 
The doctor said 
to a reporter: “ The exhibition was not one 
of personal vanity. 
I only iutended to show 
how easy it is for a good swimmer to keep 
floating and save the strength of his legs. 
M ost accidents in swimming happen because 
the lower limbs are used too freely, bringing 
on the dreaded cramps. 
If a swimmer learns 
the little trick I have shown, if he relies 
more upon the strength of his arms, he will 
never have cramps and can swim many hours 
without fatigue. 
To him, then, the pitiless 
Sacramento, which has swallowed so many 
victims, will be but a harmless rivulet.” 


C ontract L et.—The contract for the erec­ 
tion of a large drill hall and concert-room for 
the F irst A rtillery Regiment on lot 4, L and 
M, Fifth and Sixth streets, was awarded to 
M. M adden, contractor and boilder, for the 
sum of §9,529, and work will be commonced 
this morning.

About 10 o’clock last night a Chinese tan 
game was raided on the south side of 1 street, 
between Third and Fourth. 
There is in this 
city an ordinance prohibiting banking games, 
in consequence of which all the faro i>anks 
have been closed. 
It has been known for 
some time to the police force that a game of 
tan-tan was running in Chinatown, but the 
proprietors of the game had taken every pre­ 
caution to avoid being surprised and raided 
by the police. 
Some time since a member of 
the police force ascertained that the premises 
could be entered by a dark and narrow 
passage through kitchens, pigpens, etc. Last 
night officers GreeD, 
K'ured and Farrell 
picked their way through this dark and filthy 
passage, and arrived to the rear of the room in 
which the ‘'H eathen Chinee ” was conduct­ 
ing his banking game < f tan surrounded by 
ten of his countrymen, who were trying their 
luck by “ backing at the tiger.” The officers 
peered through the cracks of the door, took 
in the situation at a glance, forced spen the 
door and stood in the presence of the 
amazed gamblers. 
The Chinamen made 
a rush for the front door, but were met there 
by officer Frazee, who had l*eeu watching un­ 
observed for some time behind a box car that 
stood in the street opposite the door to the 
gambling den. 
In the struggle that ensued 
four cf the Chinamen escaped. 
The fellow 
that had the sack containing the funds con­ 
stituting the bank made good his escape, 
and took his wealth with 
him. 
After 
the Chinamen 
were secured 
an 
officer 
gathered together what wa« left of the last 
deal of the game. 
I t consisted of a China 
cup, about a gross of white buttons, a few 
Chinese coins, a small wand, some Chinese 
checks and a few dollars in coin. The China­ 
men were all conveyed to the City Prison and 
a charge of gaming preferred against each. 
According to an ordinance passed by the City 
Trustees not long since they will all be con­ 
victed. 
A person who freqtients a gambling 
room is as guilty as the proprietor of the 
game. 
They were well guarded against sur- 
prii-e and the officers who worked up the case 
and effected the arrest are deserving of great 
credit. 
The entrance was through a narrow 
hall-way, which was closed in the rear by a 
door locked by a large oaken lever. A China­ 
man was stationed at the front door of the 
hall whose business it was to inform those 
playing on the inside of approaching danger. 
In cAse of a r\id of the police from the front 
the gamblers had sufficient time to escape 
from the rear of the building before an arrest 
coujd be effected.

a S uccess.—The Capital Turf 
Club held a meeting last evening, J . W . W il­ 
son presiding. A ll the accounts were audited, 
the bills paid, all demands passed upon and set­ 
tled, aud the club found itself §100 ahead of all 
expense, with not an appeal taken and no 
rough places to smooth over.

N um erous I n v esto rs.—The great number 
of responses which are made to advertise­ 
ments for sale of various kinds of property 
show a marked activity among parties hav­ 
ing money to invest. 
Especially is this true 
in the case of various kinds of business offered 
for sale, and is forcibly brought to notice by 
an advertisement placed in the R ecord- 
U n ion a few days since for the sale of a 
blacksmith shop and property in an adjoin­ 
ing o u n ty . 
The advertisement did not give 
the name of the party nor the location, but 
directed that application be made to this 
office for information. 
The result has been 
that a regular shower jf letters making in­ 
quiries has poured, in from all parts ever 
since, besides continuous applications in per­ 
son, and which still continue, although the 
stand advertised was sold at a good figure 
several days since. 
This is only a single in­ 
stance, but indicates not only that money is 
plentiful and seeking investment, but that it 
is seeking the channels of legitimate and per­ 
manent iodustry.

David S. Terry, Chairman of the Commit­ 
tee on Platform, reported the following reso­ 
lutions : 
The Democracy of the State of California, 
as represented in Convention, hereby declare 
that with unshaken faith in the soundness of 
the constitutional principles and traditions of 
the Democratic’ party, as illustrated by the 
teachings and examples of a long line of Dem­ 
ocratic statesmen and patriots, and expreseed 
in the placLrm of the last Presidential Con­ 
vention of tLe party, we pledge ourselves to 
maintain these principles, and to labor to 
make them paramount in the administration 
of the State and the General Government. 
THE CHINESE QUESTION. 
li< .<>>lvtd, T hat the Democratic party of 
California tender its thanks to the Democracy 
of the Union for a long, earnest and partially 
successful struggle, through the Democratic 
Congressmen, with a hostile Republican ad­ 
ministration, against Chinese immigration and 
in b¿half of the highest interests of the peo­ 
ple of this coast.

bailed 
w ith great applause ; also th e resolutions re­ 


lating to the Railroad Commission and the 
State University. 
THE SUNDAY LAW PLANK. 
1 he Convention took up the platform by 
planks. 
Rogers moved that the clause for a repral 
of the Sunday law be stricken out, leaving 
the rest of the plank as reported. 
D. J . Outrane, of Alameda, made an urg­ 
ent speech in favor of the Sunday Law, and 
accused the saloon men of packing juries to 
defeat the law-. 
He would not crook the 
hinges of the knee to catch a few votes. 
Was not the church vote as good as the 
whisky vote ? 
Terry said the clause referred to was passed 
in committee by a vote of 8 to 2. The Demo­ 
cratic party could afford to do right, but 
could not afford to play the coward. 
He was 
opposed to sum ptuary laws in general, and 
the Sunday law in particular. 
W hipple of Sonoma made a broad speech 
iu favor of individual freedom and against 
restrictive laws, but on the question under 
discussion he would vote to Btrike out the 
claute demanding the repeal of the Sunday 
law. 
Flourney made a vigorous speech in sup­ 
port of the declaration against the Sunday 
law. 
I t was the history of the party that no 
man’s religious belief should be disturbed. 
He advocated the resolution as an expression 
of true Democracy. 
I t was a live issue, and 
the Democrats had the courage to meet it. 
Hollaway hoped the Con entiou would not 
be hasty. 
The adoption of a bad platform 
would defeat the party next November. 
So 
far as my constituents are concerned, a decla­ 
ration to repeal the Sunday law would cut 
the Democratic party in two pieces. 
A scene cf confusion followed, and great 
cries of “ QaeBfcion.” 
W hite of Los Angeles was personally op­ 
posed to the law% but spoke of a vast differ­ 
ence iu local sentiment. 
He favored, as 
W hipple of Sonoma had suggested, a refer­ 
ence of the question to a committee. 
Oullahan of S&n Joaquin believed the 
Convention should take an outspoken posi­ 
tion in favor of repeal. 
A dozen delegates moved the previous 
question. 
♦Moorhouse of M onterey favored its ref* 
erence to a committee. 
He was a Democrat, 
belonged to the South Methodist Church, and 
didn’t scratch his ticket. 
H e did not want 
a plank in the platform to cause any M etho­ 
dist to scratch the ticket. 
Brady of Fresno favored the repeal of the* 
Sunday law. 
He had failed to secure one 
conviction in his county out of 120 arrests. 
H e advocated repeal on the ground that a 
man ought to be allowed to worship God ac­ 
cording to the dictates of his own conscience. 
Church Democrats would not scratch the 
ticket on account of the repeal clause. 
Th6 
South Methodists never scratch. [Laughter.] 
The Chair stated Rogers’ motion, which 
simply provides that the clause for repeal 
shall be stricken out, leaving the rest of the 
plank as reported. 
A call of the roll was demanded. 
Alameda voted “ no,” but the explanation 
was made that all the delegates wore not in 
favor of so voting, but under instructions had 
to vote as a unit. 
San Francisco, through Thomas Bishop, 
voted 108 votes against striking out, and pro­ 
longed applause followed. 
Three San F ran­ 
cisco delegates arose and voted aye. 
The 
vote was recorded—105 noes and 3 ayes. 
The motion to strike out was lost—165 
ayes, 208 noes—and the plank was adopted 
as reported. 
THE RAILROAD PLANK. 
Fowler of Tulare offered another plank, re­ 
quiring the Railroad Commissioners to reduce 
freights and fares 20 per cent., and retain the 
redaction during their term of office. 
Judge Terry said he would support the 
resolution if the wording should be changed 
to make reductions in the present tariff aggre. 
gating 20 percent. 
Fowler epoke in favor of his plank. 
Flournoy said the whole m atter was dis­ 
cussed in the committee. 
The Convention 
was not prepared to act intelligently on such 
a resolution as Fowler had introduced. 
Oullahan of San Joaquin believed the peo­ 
ple of the State would be satisfied with the 
plank as reported. 
M artin of Alameda said T erry had con­ 
sented to an amendment providing for a re 
duction of 20 per cent, from the grcss earn­ 
ings of the road. 
Bain of Colusa spoke of the importance of 
the position of Railroad Commissioner, and 
held that it would be improper to pledge the 
Commissioners to a specific reduction. 
It 
would be as improper as to pledge a Judge to 
render a certain decision. 
W hits of Los Angeles said the people of 
his county were tired of general pledges, 
platitudes and broken promises. They wanted 
a reduction of 20 per cent. 
Griffith of Fresno held that the Democracy 
should place itself on record in favor of a 
reduction of at least 20 per cent. 
No real 
prosperity could come until the exactions of 
the company were removed. 
A nother scene of confusion followed, and 
cries of “ Previous question.” 
John S. Enos, of Sonoma—This Conven­ 
tion must not choke off debate. 
The Chair—I t shall not. 
Enos made a speech which called out ap­ 
plause. 
He contended that the State Con­ 
vention was the place to discuss the railroad 
question. 
He thanked God that there was 
one bright star nndimmed in the Railroad 
Commission. 
[Applause. J 
Findley of El Dorado apprehended that 
there would be no objection to Fowler’s reso­ 
lution as ameuded. 
He moved the previous 
question. 
Mr. Cross obtained the floor after consider­ 
able difficulty. 
He called for information as 
to the earnings of the railroad company. 
Paulsell of San Joaquin said he had the 
courage to refuse to do a foolish thing. 
He 
was in favor of doing the thing that was fair 
between the people and the railroad. 
W illiams of San Joaqnin spoke against the 
Fowler resolution. 
It was more im portant 
to get honest and capable Railroad Commis­ 
sioners. 
Donnelly of San Francisco did not want 
the resolution to apply to the little railroads 
which were managed in tho interest of the 
people. 
• 
The previous question was called and or­ 
dered. 
The roll was called on Fowler’s additional 
plank. 
Fow ler’s plank was lost by a vote of ayes 
195, noes 221. 
The platform was then adopted as a whole, 
and the Convention adjourned until 3 p. m. 
The San Francisco delegation on Fowler’s 
plank voted 35 ayes and 37 noes. 
THE REJECTED PLANK. 
The following is Fowler’s rejected plank : 
W h erea s, The Central ana Southern P a­ 
cific Railroads were granted by the Federal 
Government a subsidy of money, bonds and 
lands in sufficient value to build and equip 
three or four lines of railroad ; and whereas, 
the official returns of the gross and net re­ 
ceipts of those corporations show that their 
clear revenue exceeds §10,000,000 per yoar, 
an am ount grossly beyond that of all enter­ 
prises carried on by those owning in their own 
right the money invested ; therefore be it 
Resolved by the State Convention of the 
Democratic party, T hat the nominees put 
forward by our party for the office of Rail­ 
road Commissioner be and they are hereby 
instructed and directed, as their first official 
act, to reduce the present schedule of fares 
and freights of those corporations, so that 
their receipts shall be reduced at least twenty 
per cent., and that this reduction shall not be 
rescinded during their term of office, and to 
make such other and farther reductions as 
careful investigation show to be just to the 
people and not uojust to the railroads. 


A LADY SNUBBED—RESOLUTIONS POSTPONED.

Resolvedt T hat each and every delegate to 
this Convention pledge himself to abide by 
the decision of the m ajority in the selection 
of candidates for the various State offices, 
and use ail honorable means to secure their 
election. 
A Delegate—I second the motion. 
Carried. 
NOMINATIONS FOR GOVERNOR. 
The Chairman—The next order of business 
is the nomination of candidates for Governor. 
Dr. Shorb, of San Francisco, then rose, 
and, amidst great cheering, was called to the 
platform, whan he nominated Clay W ebster 
Taylor, of Shasta, in an eloquent speech. He 
indulged in a long and wholly irrelevant 
prostestaticn of the speaker’s love for Cali­ 
fornia, to which was added a brief personal 
biography of himself, after which he claimed 
for his candidate superior availability as a 
candidate for Governor. 
He dwrelt long on 
the names “ C lay” “ W ebster” “ Taylor,” 
and said, “ As I pronounce these names, what 
a panorama of history opens to my contem­ 
plation.” 
The nomination was received with ap­ 
plause. 
The nomination was seconded by Dr. Brice- 
land, of Shasta, in a well-timed and appo­ 
site speech. 
Griffith of Fresno advanced to the plat­ 
form and nominated “ that distinguished 
statesman and honest Granger, Campbell P. 
Berry, of S utter county.” Mr. Griffith ex­ 
tended his laudation cf M r. Berry, and con­ 
cluded amid applause. 
The Dom ination was seconded by Rogers of 
Mendocino, who read a long pam phlet ad­ 
dress to the C onvention from M r. Berry. 
Judge Lam ar then presented the name of 
Jam es A. Johnson. 
H e said: “ Elect him 
Governor, and no balustrade of civil-service 
swallow-tailed society will fence him off from 
the people.”

The San Jose delegates announced that as 
the hour was late they preferred placing 
Aroher in nomination in the morning, and at 
7:40 the Convention adjourned till 9 o’clock 
to-morrow morning. 
Several district meetings were announced to 
take place this evening, but owing to the late 
hour of adjournm ent, and the length of the 
afternoon session, all meetings were given up, 
and the time ot the delegates and all out­ 
siders is given up this evening to street work.

A t this hour Santa Clara street, 
between F irst and M arket, is almost impassa­ 
ble, on account of the great crowds of people, 
all earnestly discussing the situation.

THE DEBRIS QUESTION. 


E ds. R ecord-U nion : 
In your editor­ 
ial of June 19ih, you take occasion to severely 
condemn the resolutions lately adopted 1 y 
our citizens. 
Although we must all admit 
that Judge Temple’s decision ia exactly in 
accord with what has been the tenor of your 
adrice since the debris controversy began, 
yet it seems to m e th at you have erred iu so 
vigorously condemning us cf W heatland. 
I 
wish to state a few facts, which will, I think, 
account “ for the singularity of the new de­ 
parture of the W heatland farm ers,” as you 
please to call it. 
I t is no new* departure for 
us to oppose compromise. 
We have ever 
been averse to it. 
Let me quote from the 
resolutions adopted by the W heatland Grange 
on A pril 1st of this year : 
Whereas, In disregard of our rights to protec­ 
tion, and to the interests of the State, interested 
parties are seeking to bring about legislative action 
that would be but a deceitful remedy and a compro 
mise and sacrifice of vested rights in the valley ; 
Resolved, That compromise is a superfluous term 
when applied to our debris question ; that we have 
in common with all men a right to the intserity of 
our property, and that it is the first duty of the 
Courts and the Government to seoure that inviola­ 
bility of property rights. 
I am pleased to say that our people, while 
not looking at the m atter just as theRECORD- 
U nion does, have nevertheless been able to 
steer clear from compromise and its attend­ 
ing pitfalls. 
Compromise, as has been often 
reiterated, is superfluous. 
To compromise 
m utual concessions must be made. 
The hy­ 
draulic miners have practically nothing to 
concede ; and we cannot nor will not concede 
to the hydraulic miners that they may cor­ 
rupt the water with fine sand and clay, 
and continue the destruction which has so 
long been caused by their suspensory matter. 
We have stated in our resolutions—and it is 
true—that more than 50 per cent, of the dam­ 
age has beeD, and will be in future, done by 
the suspensory m atter of the hydraulic debris. 
W e are not acting in bad faith nor condemn­ 
ing Judge Temple wholesale. 
W e are thank­ 
ful for, and 
entirely satisfied with, the 
Judge’s findings cf law and the correspond­ 
ing part of his decree. 
While we recognize 
our indebtedness to him for his eervices, yet 
we cannot, consistently with onr past expres­ 
sions and losses, nor with our present pros­ 
pects, accept in good faith any attem pt at 
compromise nor any remedial measures that 
will not fully relieve us of the valley from all 
risks. 
The basis upon which Judge Temple 
proposes remedial measures ia, in our opinion, 
untenable. 
He has said th at it is illegal to 
dump tailings in the rivers, yet he suggests to 
the hydraulic miners that they put obstruc­ 
tions at some point in the river above Alder 
creek, and then they will be allowed to com­ 
mence dumping into the river again. 
In say­ 
ing th at 
“ we 
are entitled to 
the use 
of the 
rivers 
in 
their 
natural purity, 
and will not be content with water <• »rrying 
in suspension even the fine sand and clay ” 
of the hydraulic mines, we only assert ovr 
right to pure water, and say that we will not 
be satisfied with water carrying in suspension 
the fine sand and clay of the hydraulic debris. 
I do not see how anyone could so misconstrue 
this as you seem to have done. 
This resolu­ 
tion implies no hostility to any class of min­ 
ing except hydraulic. 
W e heartily indorse 
the resolutions adopted at the Anti-Debris 
Convention 
at 
Sacramento, 
and 
assert, 
without 
fear 
of 
proof 
to 
the 
contrary, 
th at there is 
nothing contra­ 
dictory between 
those 
resolutions 
and 
the ones you so severely condemn. 
All the 
sediment deposited in the rivers from drift, 
quartz and placer mines does not pollute the 
water. 
W e have never been discommoded 
by the workings of such mines. 
We have no 
grounds of complaint against them, and if 
they are foolish enough to believe th at we of 
the valley have “ waged war upon all kinds 
of mining,” I can only sny that they have 
seriously misconstrued cor acts and our inten­ 
tions. 
They should know as well as we do 
that, in the eyes of the law, their operations 
upon the rivers could not be held illegal. We 
never have, and do not now, complain of Rny 
mining except hydraulic ; and it is not in good 
taste for the hydraulic miners to try to take 
advantage of the fears of “ brother m iners” 
in order to rnlist them in opposition to the 
farmers. 
Nowhere in our resolutions do we 
assert that “ every kind cf mining must stop;” 
and I may say that we would all be glad if 
hydraulic 
mining 
could 
continue; 
but 
when it cannot coexist with the rights 
of citizenship and property then it m int 
cease operations. 
Those hydraulic mines 
which'can secure settling reservoirs, and thus 
restrain all of their debris, are under no ob­ 
ligations to us, and can not be restrained from 
working. 
B ut those mines which can only 
restrain “ bowlders, cobblestone, gravel and 
the heavier sand,” will never be allowed to 
work unmolested as long as we, of the valley, 
have any rights before the law. 
I t is not in 
the power cf Judge Temple, or any other 
judge, to decide that we must be content 
while the hydraulic miners “ corrupt the 
water with mud and render it less suitable 
for domestic aod other purposes.” 
W e are 
not alone in this m atter. 
The Marysville 
Appeal is in the front. 
M ayer Bingham, of 
Marysville, says: 
“ No compromise.” So 
does ex-Mayor Stone. 
The Sutter county 
Farmer, while congratulating the people, 
overlooks the compromise clause of the 
decree; 
but we 
predict th at she will 
not be hoodwinked 
by . any proposition 
from 
the 
hydraulic 
miners 
for 
recon­ 
ciliation. 
In the river and harbor bill 
an 
appropriation of §510,000 
asked for 
by the engineers for the improvement of Cali­ 
fornia rivers, was denied on the very logical 
ground for objection, th at “ California people 
filled them up by hydraulic m ining.” They 
havo taken the true position, and until the 
State refuses to allow her rivers to be used 
as easements for hydraulic mining debris it 
is useless for us to look to Congress for relief. 
We are not opposed to dams in their relation 
to materials already in the rivers, but we do 
unhesitatingly condemn as impracticable and 
dangerous any attem pts to license future 
hydraulic mining by only impounding the 
coarser m aterial in the river canyons. 
I t is 
incumbent upon the General Government to 
nndertake the rectification of our rivers and 
onr protection from the debris in the rivers 
after hydraulic mining in its destructiveness 
and illegal phases has been suspended. 
B at 
until such time it is useless to expect Con­ 
gress to come to our relief.

His grandfather was made a 
Judge by Washington, after having assisted 
in framing the Constitution of Massachusetts 
in 1760 moved the insertion in the Bill of 
Rights of that State of the clause that ‘ all 
men are born free and equal.’’ and earned 
great eminence as a lawyer. 
1 he family of 
the Lowells gave its name to the city of Low­ 
ell and has given merchants, manufacturers, 
authors, preachers, lawyers, scholars, philan­ 
thropists and statesmen to the Bay State. 
Mr. Lowell wan born at Cambridge, Mass., 
Eebrnary 29, 1819. He was educated at 
Harvard, and in 185.r> succeeded Mr. Longfel­ 
low in the Belles-Lettres Professorship of 
that college. 
One of his greatest literary 
performances w.vs the production of the Bige­ 
low Papers. 
He is the author of several 
Ion* poem» which are ranked with onr best 
literature, and of shorter pieces almost innu­ 
merable. Mr. Lowell is a graceful speaker, 
and is remarkable for the polish of his utter­ 
ances whether by pen or voice. He haa force 
and the courage of his opinions, which were 
decidedly ou the side of freedom in the anti­ 
slavery agitation ; bat is not an aggressive 
man, and treats his opponents with self­ 
restraint, courtesy and the quiet dignity of 
the scholar aod gentleman. 
His first diplo­ 
matic position was that of Minister to Spain. 
President Hayes gave him his present ap­
